tilities. Prince Alexander was in tire thick 
of the battle from the beginning to the end. 
Tlie Servians noticed that he'first rode a 
white horse, and afterward a brown horse, 
it is believed thc white horse xvas shot 
from under him . 


REPORTS DENOUNCED AS FALSE. 


V i e n n a , November 19th.— An official 
Servian report received here this afternoon, 
says: The accounts that tire troops m ena­ 
cing Slivnitza were repulsed by the Bulga­ 
rians, under the immediate command of 
Prince Alexander, are false. The Bulga­ 
rians succeeded ¡11 approaching the Servian 
positions under cover of a heavy fog. but 
after sharp fighting were repulsed. The 
Servians drove the Bui.-..nuns to th eS lo - 
vinvi intrenchruents, and in the whole en­ 
gagement bad 500 men killed and wounded.

T he 
Chinamen have made a rich thing out of 
it, and have plenty of rich-paying ground 
left.

THE RAILROAD TAX MONEY. 
Í lie letter of Colonel Creed Iiavinond 
as attorney for the railroad companies, and 
which we published yesterday, will strike 
the unbiased mind as forceful and convin­ 
cing regarding the matters treated. It 
strijis from a pretended devotion to State 
interests a flimsy pretense, when he offers 
to the Attorney-t Jeneral to receive hack 
the tax money the latter hold— and which 
the Controller refuses entry into the State 
i reasttry and to thus leave the whole rail­ 
road tax «juestiopAll^itefit.guO. The offer 
fe 11 lierfohonesty of purpose, and the sin­ 
cerity of the defendant railroad companies 
in the issue. Xo question lias l>een so much 
••efogged by political demagogues as this. 
It was a safe and wise jiolicy to leave to 
time and the sober thought and judgment 
of the people the discovery of the truth- 
i'licy now lolly realise it, and if any esti­ 
mate is to lie made at this time of their 
judgment in the matter, it must he that 
they condemn the policy pursued, which 
prevents the covering of the tax money 
into the Treasury, Mr. liaymond, as an 
evidence of good faith, points out that 
prior to the adoption of the new Constitu­ 
tion the companies paid over a fair sum 
for tax'— in cases where it had been judi­ 
cially determined that they were not 
hound to pay. With the adoption of the 
now t oustitution arose issues regarding the 
t ixation of the roads which had been fore­ 
cist liy some of the liest minds in the State 
when the instrument was under discussion. 
Litigation followed, hut it will lie recalled 
that in none of it did the corporations re­ 
ferred to ever manifest a desire to escape 
their just share of the burdens of maintain­ 
ing the government. It was constantly kept 
to the “ fore, that they desired only an 
adjudication of those issues upon which, 
;i> was their right, they had appealed to 
’lie Courts of the land, and insisted upon 
judicial guarantees of rights they claimed 
in common with other taxpayers. Against 
double taxation, and deprivations without 
opportunities to be heard, it was their 
right to protest and to carry that protest 
into the Courts. Xo just man ever wished 
the railroad companies to pay more than 
their just due, or to lie deprived of anv 
guaranteed right under the laws of the 
land. But there was, and is a class—now 
happily exceedingly small—that deemed 
it justifiable to “ cinch” the railroad cor­ 
porations, looking upon tlitm as outside 
the common pale of procedure, and objects 
to lie punished by the infliction of unusual 
and heavy burdens. Mr. liaymond recalls 
the historical fact, that at all times and on 
all occasions his clients asserted their 
readiness to pay whatever should lie ad­ 
judged their due by the established tribu­ 
nals of their country. On a challenge of 
their fairness and honest intent, thevcame 
forward, and as fully as they were permit­ 
ted to do, paid the face of the claim made 
for taxes, expressly stipulating that no 
right of the State to recover more should 
be doomed waived. More recently the 
'Companies tendered greater sums to the 
State than they admitted to be fair and 
just. It is difficult to see what else could 
lie demanded or ex(>eoted of these corpo- 
rntions. The immediate occasion for Col. 
Haymond’s letter ap[>ears to have been 
the unworthy intimation, in some quarters, 
that by the part payment into Court 
to the Attorney-Cener.il, some advantage 


has lieen gained that is fatal to the State’s 
«ase against the companies. That this 
last remnant of pitiful disguise on the 
pari of those who have lieen posing before 
the people as their saviors from “devouring 
corporations,” he now offers to the At­ 
torney -General to receive hack the money, 
nearly a million of dollars, which he lias 
so long held, and which might all this 
time have been serving the companies 
some good purjiose by its legitimate in­ 
crease. He thus offers to place the whole 
matter as if there never had been any 
payment and no stipulation whatever pre­ 
serving all the rights of the ¡State, and 
which served the railroad companies onlv 
to the extent of enabling them to have the 
disputed questions speedily and fully 
adjudicated. 
AN ABSURD ACTION. 
The San Francisco Bulletin makes a 
good deal of sport of Governor Stoneman 
because of his dispatch to the Sherifl' of 
Santa Cruz. Of course it was ill-advised. 
But it probably came from the better side 
of the Governor’s nature and a disposition 
to eorteously treat the communication of a 
rejiresentative of the British Government. 
It was probably intended to indicate the 
readiness of the State to act in protecting 
life and projierty when properly appealed 
to. The Governor had not sufficient war­ 
rant to address the Sheriff of Santa Cruz, 
though his telegram was no more than to 
request his attention to Stanley’s appeal. 
But the appeal of the British Consul was 
absurd, and was entitled to a sharp reply 
from the Executive, to whom it had not 
been made to appear that the law could 
not lie enforced in Santa Cruz county ac­ 
cording to usual methods, or that local 
officers were not doing their duty. If 
every foreigner who entertains a fear that 
some one will assail him is to he permitted 
to appeal to the State for protection, the 
Executive will have his hands full. It 
will form the subject for any amount of 
“ guying ” of the Governor, and since it 
was unnecessary for him to have addressed 
the Sherifl, he must stand the criticism. 
In his desire to he courteous he lost the 
opportunity to reply to Stanley as he 
would have been justified in doing, and of 
reminding him of the proprieties. But 
the incident serves one good purpose, and 
that is to inform the people, and especially 
foreigners, that there can he no appeal to 
State authority until local processes and 
remedies have been exhausted. It will 
enlighten the honorable gentleman who 
serves Her Britannic Majesty at San Fran­ 
cisco, also, upon the rights of English 
subjects in the United States. 
It will 
bring him to a realization of the fact that 
such residents have not rights or privileges 
superior to those enjoyed by citizens. In all 
material matters they have equal rights, 
and, according to the theories of many 
people, too many rights and privileges. In 
some States they cannot enjoy property 
possessions with the same freedom that is 
the right of the citizen, and it is not so 
long ago when they were not permitted to 
devise estates hv will. The earlier re­ 
strictions upon them were more severe, 
hut have in the main been removed 
through the generosity and broad-minded­ 
ness of this people. As it now stands, the 
law guarantees them privilege- not en­ 
joyed by the citizen—as, for instance, they 
are relieved of the burdens, save as to tax­ 
ation, that the citizen must hear in main­ 
taining the forms of government. 
But 
they have not the right to appeal to any 
higher authority for protection than can 
the citizen. It would he a very tine thing 
ft,r tire alimi if be-rould, whenever lie im­ 
agines he or hi; property is menaced, 
rush off'to his eiiisulate, and through it 
invoke the supreme power of the State 
without availing o ’ the usual avenues pro­ 
vided for the protection of life and prop­ 
erty. 
If that rule prevailed, most of us, 
for selfish reasons, night well wish to be 
aliens. 
UNJUST CHARGES. 
The San Francia to Call refers to certain 
pleas interposed in litigation by the rail­ 
road companies, as attempts to escape tax­ 
ation. Wo venture the assertion that the 
record does not dispose, and no action on 
the part of tho* companies furnishes 
ground for, and no utterance by their rep­ 
resentatives warrants, any such expression. 
We have carefully observed the proceed­ 
ings in all the tax issues and litigation in 
this State for years ¡and have failed to dis­ 
cern any hypocrisy On the part of the Cal­ 
ifornia railroad conjpanics in this matter. 
Wo do not believe that any one of them 
has desired or sought to avoid payment of 
justlv-asoertained taxes. It sounds trip­ 
pingly to rattle off' charges that impugn 
tiie motives of corporation officials, but we 
submit that it is scarcely the proper 
method of dealing with substantial and 
grave issues involving principles of 
law and justice. When the railway man­ 
agers assert, as they constantly have and 
still do, that they do not wish or seek,and 
never have sought, to escape taxation of 
their companies; and when they fortify 
such utterance by acts that bear out their 
protest of good faith, reasonable beings 
should not continue to assail their motives, 
It is the easiest thing in the world to in­ 
dulge in these iterations about the rail­ 
roads seeking to escape taxation, but not 
l«issible to establish them as verity. 


J am es Y oung, a convict in the State 
Prison of Illinois, confesses that he is 
guilty of the homicide for which William 
Thomas has already served six years in 
that institution. It is now asked what 
reparation the State can make William 
Thomas for the six years he has suffered ? 
It can follow the example of the State of 
California, which, in a similar case, paid 
the innocent man fair wages lor every day 
lie served wrougfullv. That is the veri­ 
leas! that the State can do. It is of course 
not bound to do anything, but the senti­ 
ment of pity should move the legislators 
to compensate the sufferer for the days of 
labor he has given the State under com­ 
pulsion. Nothing that can he done will 
restore to him the opportunities of the 
six years blotted out of his life. 


T h e Current advisesyoung men planning 
reading courses to go to the works of James 
Anthony Fronde for the best modern ex­ 
amples of literary skill. This is sound ad­ 
vice. Xomodem writer has so successfully 
invented text with that magnetism that 
characterizes great orators. But beyond, 
and above the charm of Froude’s style, is 
the clearness of his thought and the ju­ 
dicial calm and wisdom that marks his 
judgment, and especially distinguishes him 
among historians.

FROM FAR AND NEAR. 


EASTERN* VIEWS OF THE CALI­ 
FORNIA FRUIT UNION. 


Suicide of a P hysician—New Y ork 
R epublicans—M cC ullough’s Dis­ 
ease-G en eral Affairs. 
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DOMESTIC NEW S. 
What is Thought of the California Fruit 
Union in the East. 
N ew Y ork, November 19th.—The reports 
from San Francisco of the organization of 
the California fruit-growers have been 
much discussed in the fruit trade here. At 
the recently-organized Foreign Fruit Ex­ 
change, the Secretary told your correspond­ 
ent that the movement attracted wide­ 
spread attention in the East, and letters 
had been received asking the extent of the 
California organization, its plans fur the 
coming season, etc. 
Prominent foreign 
dealers, with whom your correspondent 
conversed, admitted the importance of the 
proposed organization, though claiming the 
superiority of foreign grapes and oranges 
over the native, besides greater cheapness. 
Careful investigation elicited the fact that 
the only known firm here who make Cali­ 
fornia green fruit a specialty has a small 
warehouse on Vesey-street pier. Their 
fruit conies almost entirely from Washing­ 
ton Porter, of Chicago. They sell largely 
to hotels, grocers and Broadway fruit 
stores. The dealers say they have a luo- 
nopolv of California fruit in this city, and 
make their own prices. They received 
about fourteen carloads of fruit from Chi­ 
cago during the past season. 
Albert Merritt, of the Merrit Fruit Com­ 
pany, said: “ J have been expecting this 
movement by the California fruit-growers. 
Their fruit had been badly handled in the 
East. Chicago commission men have got 
the best of it. while inferior fruit has been 
sent east to New York. I made an experi­ 
ment with California oranges last season, 
ordering a car load just at the close of the 
Florida season. The result surprised me. 
I found the fruit delicious, with tender 
pulps and few seeds—far superior to the 
Sicily oranges. California fruit should be 
sent direct to New York. The delay at 
Chicago is apt to spoil the fruit, which 
reaches there in good condition. I don’t 
approve of refrigerator cars, unless they 
are run differently. The fruit gets spoiled 
at the start by an insufficient quantity of 
ice placed in the car. The men in charge 
of the cars wait till they get to the moun­ 
tains. where ice is cheaper, before fully 
stocking the car.” 
Phillip Kohl man. a dealer in Florida 
fruits, said : “ What California needs is a 
central agency in New York for the sale of 
their fruit. As it is now no one knows 
where to go for it. With fast fruit trains 
and lower freight rates it is possible to 
build up a big trade here, and take it out of 
the hands of the middlemen.” 
A member of the firm of Maxfield 
& Co. said: “ I think most dealers in 
Florida fruit here will be glad to handle 
the California products if they had 
any inducement to make it pay. In my 
opinion it is only a question of a few 
vears when the native fruit will drive 
foreign fruit out of the market alto­ 
gether. The oranges from Florida we con­ 
sider superior to those from California, but 
the latter beat the Sicilian fruit all hollow. 
The railroads will have to reduce the freight 
rafe still more before the Pacific coast fruit 
can be laid down here at a profit.” 
« 
A prominent merchant, strongly identi­ 
fied with California interests in New York, 
said: " The difficulty in successfully 
placing California fruit on this market is 
the same as with w ine from the Pacific 
coast. Neither is seen here with the 
best. 
To 
meet 
the 
fullest suc­ 
cess it is a matter of the greatest 
importance tliat the fruit should be placed 
in the hands of purely American houses in 
the East. 
The foreigners here are doing 
much to kill the California trade. By 
keeping carefully posted from this end of 
the line, the fruit-growers can make this 
Union a gigantic success. If, however, 
they send carloads of fruit here without 
knowing exactly how much the market 
can stand, it is sure to result in a heavy 
loss." 
Since commencing this dispatch, your 
correspondent learns that there has been 
discussion in the fruit trade as to the ad­ 
visability of placing California fruit on the 
foreign fruit exchanges. 
The Chinese in the Hast. 
New York, November 19th.—John A. 
Dooner, one of the aqueduct laborers 
here, has been furnishing the press with 
news about the recently-formed anti- 
Chinese League, which has branches in 
Boston, Buffalo, North Adams, Providence, 
New York and Brooklyn. “ In two weeks 
a monster anti-Chinese mass meeting will 
be held, when I shall lay before the labor­ 
ing men the results of over two years’ in­ 
vestigation of the Chinese problem. The 
New York Custom-house knows nothing 
about the numbers of Chinamen pouring 
into the city. The Restriction Act is a 
farce, an'1 complied with in only one 
case out of a hundred. Many of the 
Chinese driven out of Seattle and Wyoming 
are daily arriving in New York. The owl 
trains on the Pennsylvania road come in 
daily at 3 o’clock in the morning, with 
from ten to forty Chinamen on each train. 
They drop off at Bayonetie, Newark, Pat­ 
erson and other New Jersey stations, are 
hidden by friends till they wish to go to the 
city, then they cross the ferries by twos and 
threes, so as not to attract attention. Our 
League employs men to watch these trains. 
They report the number of coolies arriving 
heie. At Belleville and Blossville. N. J., 
numbers of Clónese are working in facto­ 
ries and quarries. In Newark 200 of them 
are engaged in hand scroll work. They 
don’t need to come to New York, 
there 
being 
plenty 
of 
advocates 
of cheap 
labor 
in 
New Jersey. 
But they are slowly and surely taking the 
places of servant girls in this city. My 
books show 72 Chinese employed as serv­ 
ants on Madison avenue, 40 on Lexington 
avenue, and a few even on Fifth avenue. 
The Chinese mission churches are doing 
much to help this movement; ulso an 
agency in Baxter street for the employment 
of the more intelligent Chinese by wealthy 
families. Since the Mikado craze, many 
np-town mansions have what they call 
Mikado rooms, furnished in Japanese style. 
Chinese servants are employed during the 
reception hours, to make the scene .more 
realistic. 
But by far the most im­ 
portant discovery made is the fact 
that 
some 
fifty 
Eastern 
capitalist 
intend building a four-story factory 
at Tawanaka, in the northern part of the 
State. They will employ twenty white 
teachers, five for each tloor, whose duty it 
is to instruct the heathens in weaving, 
carving by machinery, wood turning, scroll 
saw work, even tanning leather. The < hi­ 
ñese are extensively employed in cigar 
manufactories here and in New England. 
I returned from Boston last night. I found 
on the eastern coast of Massachusetts a 
large number of coolies being imported 
and taught how to weave in the woolen 
factories there. One Chinese contractor in 
Boston took an order to furnish 1,000 men 
to excavate rock for a building firm. H 
had the coolies on ' 
_ 
eight hours. Three New York cigar firms, 
whose names I now show you, employ be­ 
tween 000 and 700 Chinese. 1 am going to 
Washington to-morrow to see Secretary 
Manning.” Dooner declined to reveal the 
nature and extent ol the organization 
which employs him and seven others, but 
claims that it extends throughout the 
United States. It is subsidiary to a larger 
combination of labor interests, and from 
Dooner's statements means business with 
the Mongolians. 
Those Disallowed Claims. 
W ashington, November 19th.—The Sec­ 
ond Comptroller of tlic Treasury to-day fur­ 
nished the following statement in relation 
to the claims which have beeu disallowed 
by him in adjusting the accounts of a Navy 
Pay Director: The Second Comptroller 
discovered two vouchers, one for $27, pur­ 
porting to be for 540 five-cent foreign post­ 
age stamps, and the other for $35. purport­ 
ing to be for photographing fifty anatomical 
specimens for the naval dispensary. They 
were both made out in the name of a woman 
who is an artist residing in Washington, 
and were certified to and approved by 
Philip S. Wales, Chief of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery. The Comptroller 
reports that investigation proved that they 
were both false and fraudulent, and that 
the money was actually paid for two crayon 
portraits of Wales, drawn by the artist. 
She signed the vouchers upon a represent­ 
ation that there was no appropriation out 
of which the expenditures could be prop­ 
erly paid, and it was necessary to make the 
vouchers in this form in order to obtain 
payment, and that it was customary to do 
so.’ The Comptroller directs that the

The Comptroller also 
disallows, in the accounts of this Pay Di­ 
rector, an item of $141 for the subsistence 
of the Committee on Appropriations of the 


House of Representatives while making a 
visit on board the United States steamer 
Tallapoosa, from Washington to Norfolk, 
Fort Monroe and Hampton, March 28th to 
the 31st, inclusive. There wds no resolu­

California Congressmen. 
W ashington, November 19th.—The Clerk 
of the House of Itepresentatives has re­ 
ceived protests from persons in California 
against the admission of any of the Con­ 
gressmen from that State. The protests are 
under seal, but a brief accompanies them, 
from which it appears that a candidate for 
Congressman at large in that State,who was 
defeated, maintains that the recent appor­ 
tionment in that State was illegal, conse­ 
quently the Congressmen elected'under the 
apportionment cannot have a valid certifi­ 
cate. The protest, of course, will be of no 
effect in the House. That body long since 
decided that the certificate of the Governor 
of a State was final. This position has 
been reaffirmed in recent years. 
Trusting to the Courtesy of .Japan . 
W ashington, November 19th.—Ex-Judge 
Wallace, of California, is in the city, en­ 
deavoring to bring to justice Calvin Pratt, 
the man who robbed the banks on the Pa­ 
cific coast to the amount of about $30,090. 
Pratt swindled the banks by depositing 
forged certificates of deposit. He sailed for 
Japan oil the 10th inst. This Government 
has no extradition treaty with Japan, and 
the only way a criminal can be brought 
hack is through the courtesy of Japanese 
Officers. Wallace, armed with a letter of 
introduction from Secretary Bayard, called 
on the Japanese Minister yesterday. After 
hearing the facts of the case, the Minister 
cabled to his Government, requesting that 
Pratt he apprehended and returned to the 
I nited States. An answer to this telegram 
is expected to-morrow. 
The Senate and the President’s Appoint­ 
ments. 
W ashington, November 19th—The Na­ 
tional Republican to-mdrrow will have the 
following; The President, in conversation 
with a Republican Senator on Tuesday, told 
the latter that he would esteem it a great 
favor if Senators knowing anything objec­ 
tionable or detrimental to the public inter­ 
est about any person or persons appointed 
by him would apprise him of the fact. The 
President expects that a tight will be made 
on some of his appointments, but believes 
that a majority of tiie Republican Senators 
will oppose any attempt to defeat their 
confirmation, except in cases where unim­ 
peachable facts are presented, and it such 
cases exist, the objection will he called 
to his attention before there is any organ­ 
ized opposition. 
The United States Marine Corps, 
W ashington, November 19th.—Colonel 
C. G. McCaivley, Commandant of the Ma­ 
rine Corps, says the Panama expedition 
shows in the strongest manner what he lor 
years has stated to the Department—that 
the Marine Corps lias not enough officers 
and men. All the shore stations were 
nearly stripped, and left without adequate 
protection, and the guards were withdrawn 
from many ships, which gave rise to much 
inconvenience. Some of the Captains of 
the corps have been twenty-one years in 
that grade, and several Lieutenants have 
been twenty years in the service. Unless 
there is some increase in the higher grades, 
Colonel McCarley says, and a better distri­ 
bution of the number of officers allowed, 
this condition of affairs must continue, to 
the great discouragement of ambition. 
Capital Notes. 
W ashington, November 19th. — The 
President has appointed William S. Aus­ 
tin. of Seattle, W. T„ Register of the Land 
Office at Vancouver, W. T. 
Bayard, Secretary of State, and Romero, 
the Mexican Minister, are about to ex­ 
change ratifications of an additional article 
to the commercial treaty between the 
United States and Mexico of January 20, 
1883, extending the time to May 20, 1886, 
lor the approval of the necessary law to 
carry into effect the operations of the said 
commercial treaty. 
United States Consul Newcotnb, at Lvons, 
has sent to the Secretary of State a report 
upon the me of a mixture of slacked liiuo 
and sulphate of copperas a cure for mildew 
or rot upoi grapevines. This remedy is 
being extensively used in France with 
favorable ri suits. 
Colonel Corkhill’s remarks relative to the 
disposal of Guiteau's remains have had a 
wonderful effect here in reviving interest 
in that question, and the most singular 
fact developed is that nobody seems to 
know wlieie the bones really are. 
The Postoiiice Department has been ad­ 
vised that tpon the completion of the Can­ 
adian I’acifc Railroad, all trains of Austra­ 
lian mails from England will he forwarded 
over that rtad, and that a new British line 
of steamers will be established at the west­ 
ern terminus of the Canadian Pacific for 
Australia. 
The Unied States steamer Dispatch is 
ordered to go south immediately and to 
cruise in the neighborhood of the Isthmus 
and to stay in southern waters during the 
winter. This vessel has been formerly used 
as the personal yacht of the President. Her 
restoration to tlic tegular work of the navy 
is a part of the reform work of the naval 
department. 
The Attorney-General gives an opinion 
to the Secretary of the Treasury to the 
effect that the Court Commissioners of the 
Alabama claims is a legally constituted 
body as at present organized.’ The opinion 
applies oniy to the appointments of the 
Judges and does not touch on the general 
question of the legality of the appointments 
of other officers of the Court.

New York Republicans to be Investi­ 
gated. 
New York, November 19th.—The Times, 
which since the election has been demand­ 
ing an investigation of the acts of the Re­ 
publican leaders accused of selling out the 
party, is likely to have its wishes gratified. 
The’ Republican County Cotnni¿tee has 
directed an inquiry intb the charge that the 
county and judiciary tickets were defeated 
by the treachery of some cf the district 
leaders. A committee has been appointed 
to conduct the inquiry, in which, says the 
Times, all Republican’s can feel confidence. 
The fact is plain that there was an actual 
transfer of several thousand votes from the 
Republican to the Democratic candidates. 
If the committee does its duty, it is inti­ 
mated that our O'Briens and Beglins and 
other machine leaders will have to go. 
Decision in a Libel Case. 
Baltim ore (Md.), November 19th.—In 
the United States Court here. Judge Morris 
Las decided, in the case of H. Gates Smith, 
of Charlestown, W. Ya., against R. G. Dun 
A Co., for libel, that plaintiff must furnish 
a bill of particulars as to when, where and 
by whom the libellous publication was 


made. This decision in the United States 
Court confirms similar findings in the State 
Courts. It holds that in order to make 
privilegd communications libellous, the 
party obtaining the report from the Mer­ 
cantile Agency must be disclosed. The 
subscriber to an Agency who divulges the 
information may thus be made jointly 
liable with the Agency. 
Senator Stanford’s Munificence. 
New Y ork, November 19tk.—The Brook­ 
lyn Eagle says of Stanford’s munificent 
endowment; “ California is not so popu­ 
lous as to need two Universities, especially 
as the one already in existence at Berkeley 
has ample provisions for the teaching of all 
branches of literature, science and art. The 
new institution, however, will probably 
attract students from the Eastern States 
and from all other countries. The income 
of $20,000,000 will be certainly enough to 
accommodate all the students who may 
desire to pursue their education in the 
genial and bracing climate of California. 
No such enormous amount has ever been 
donated in this country for educational 
purposes, nor did any of the old Univer­ 
sities of Europe begin with any such cap­ 
ital. A large share of the education will 
be devoted to the practical industries of 
the State, including thorough facilities for 
the pursuit of mineralogy, metallurgy and 
other branches that have been so largely 
developed on the Pacific coast. The wealth 
of one of the most productive of States 
may thus be increased, and the whole 
country will be thereby benefited. With 
so immense an endowment, the new 
University cannot fail to attract large num­ 
bers ot students, and to develop the mate­ 
rial and intellectual activities of Cali­ 
fornia.” 
The writer then proceeds to criticise 
Stanford’s endowment, thinking, probably, 
that he might have.made a better use of his 
money. The article closes : “ The vested 
estates of Harvard and Yale put together 
do not amount to a fifth of Stanford’s gift, 
yet here is a private munificent bestowing 
$20,000,000 where it is not needed, in u 
State which sends her best sons to Harvard 
or Yale for academical education. Travel 
nowadays is so easy and so swift that a few 
days could bring all those who will avail 
themselves of the new University to any 
of the older Universities, and with such an 
endowment the latter would draw a large 
number of students from all parts of the 
world.” 
The Missing Sacramento Boy Found—The 
Story of His Life. 
N ew Y’ork, November 19th.—The letter 
ol Mrs. Mary E. Fades, of Sacramento, to 
the Chief of Police of Brooklyn, relating 
to her lost son, was eminently successful. 
This morning a man apparently about 30 
years of age, called at the office of the 
Chief and announced himself as Joseph 
O'Hara. 
“ The earliest recollections I 
have,” he said, “ is that my mother ob­ 
tained a divorce from my father. When I 
was a child I was placed in charge of my 
aunt, Mrs. Doughtcr, of Brooklyn. My 
father, whose name was Anthonv O'Hara, 
placed me there, and I was told in after 
years that lie immediately left Brooklyn 
and went to Philadelphia. ’ He sold out his 
business—he was a liquor-dealer—and took 
the money he realized from it with him. 
As I was told, my mother, whose nanTe 
was Margaret O’Hara, went West, and 
finally settled in California; but I never 
knew in what place until I read her letter 
in last evening’s paper. I was dependent 
upon my aunt, who diil all she could for 
me, until I arrived at the age of 13. I 
went West with a cousin, and was given a 
good position on the Texas-Pacific Rail­ 
way, where I remained eight vears. In 
December, 18S4, I received a letter from my 
aunt, Mrs. Catin, of this city, my father’s 
sister, informing me that a large amount of 
money had been deposited bv my father 
before he left Brooklyn in the B’leecker- 
street bank, New York, and that the 
money had been there for twenty-five 
years. She did not know the amount, 
hut said it was the money he had 
received from the sale of his liquor 
store, which he had not taken to Philadel­ 
phia, as supposed. The letter also in­ 
formed me that my father, of whom I had 
never heard a word from the time I last 
saw him, had met his death in an accident 
shortly after his arrival in Philadelphia. I 
at once began proceedings to get the money 
out of the bank. The books showed a 
credit of over $2,000, which, with tlic inter­ 
est that had accumulated during all these 
years, amounts to a large sum. As soon as 
I get the money I will go to California and 
find my mother.” 
Chief Campbell has communicated with 
Mrs. Fades, to the effect that her son is 
found, and is safe and well in Brooklyn.

November 20th—a. m.—The 
Sun has the following: William Heath, 
of the bankrupt firm of Heath A- Co., was 
arrested on Wall street yesterday afternoon 
by an Under Sheriff, who took him to the 
Sheriff’s office, where Heath was informed 
that the order of arrest had been issued 
against him out of the Supreme Court, on 
Giovanni P. Morosini’s suit to recover 
$180,000, and that half a million bail was 
required. He could not furnish the bail, 
and Clerk McGonigal took charge of him 
and sent him to Luilow-street jail. 
Heath took his arrest very 
hard. 
He seemed to be almost heart-broken. 
Heath told the Warden immediately 
that he did not want to see strangers or 
reporters. The news of his arrest was re­ 
ceived so late that it was difficult to get the 
particulars. Heath came to this citv from 
Boston during the war, and becani" a 
member of the Stock Exchange, when it 
was consolidated with the open Board of 
Brokers in 1869. He was one of the most 
picturesque men on the Board, being tall 
and slender, swarthy as an Indian, and the 
possessor of a long, drooping mustache 
and a generally striking appearance. Of 
late years Heath had spent most of his 
time in Paris, where his wife kept house 
on a grand scale.

Black Leg.—The Reese River (Nev.) 
Reveille says : 
We are informed that the genuine black 
leg has appeared among the cattle of Reese 
River valley, and that already a number of 
young animals have died from it. There 
seems tobe no doubt that it is the regular 
black leg, while what has appeared here in 
former years was something else, even 
though quite as fatal. The black leg onlv 
seerns to attack young and fat beeves. One 
afflicted with the disease was cut open in 
the shoulder which was lame. It was found 
to be very black and no blood flowed. Both 
of these are regarded as sure signs of the 
genuine disease. It it has appeared it 
should be carefully guarded against. The 
cattie of this section are now in very fine 
condition. 
H orace Greeley on the Ch in ese—If 
Horace Greeley had lived until the present 
day there would be one man at the East 
who could clearly comprehend the Chinese 
problem as it now presents itself upon this 
coast, and not lose his head by oversenti­ 
mentalism. As long ago as the time he 
wrote his work upon political economy, he 
foresaw the coming invasion, and on page 
83 says : "As yet, our Mongolian visitors 
are substantially free to labor as they will 
and for whom they will, so long as they 
render due obedience to our laws. As yet. 
I judge that the benefits resulting from 
their immigration have decidedly overbal­ 
anced the evils. But what has hitherto 
been a rivulet may at an early day become 
a Niagara, hurling millions instead of 
thousands upon us from the vast, over­ 
crowded hives of China and India, to cover 
not only our Pacific slope, but tiie Great 
Basin, and pour in torrents through the 
gorges of the Rocky Mountains into the 
vast inviting valley of the Mississippi. This 
prospect demands instant, earnest consid­ 
eration. The stream of Mongolian immi­ 
gration may vastly enlarge itself, and yet 
remain beneficial and fertilizing, but not if 
it is to work—as many apprehend—a retro­ 
grade change in our industrial organiza­ 
tion. and result in the establishment of a 
novel and specious serfdom but little re­ 
moved in essence from old-fashioned slav­ 
ery.” 


Large Grape V ine.—We print the fol­ 
lowing item from the Santa Barbara inde­ 
pendent, on the size of a single grapevine in 
that city: (In large grapevines Santa Bar­ 
bara beats the world, and the quality of 
grapes they produce is delicious. Last 
night through the kindness of T. S. Mar­ 
tin, whose residence is on State street, be­ 
tween Cota and Haley streets, we were 
shown a grapevine that was almost a3 
much of a curiosity as the famous Centen­ 
nial vine that was grown in the Montecito 
and shipped across the corrtinent in 1876 in 
cars. At the ground the vine measures 
twenty-five feet in circumference, and where 
vines branch out, nine feet from the 
ground, it measures twenty inches. At the 
present time there are close on to two tons 
of grapes on it, and the fruit is large, rich 
and juicy. They are of the Mission vari­ 
ety. The vine is 17 years old, and is surely 
a novelty in its line. Mr. Martin has 
watched its steady growth from a mere cut­ 
ting up to its present size with a great 
deal of interest, and it is growing at the 
same ratio at the present time as in the 
past. The ground it covers is fifty feet 
square, and beneath this mammoth vine 
during the summer months is where his 
family partake of their meals, the foliage 
being so heavy that the effect of the sun is 
seldom felt.” 
The Los Angeles Herald says: In addi­ 
tion to the little quartz mill running near 
Alpine Station, and making a good profit, 
another five-stamp mili has been brought 
from San Francisco and landed at Ravena, 
from which place it will be taken to a gold 
ledge in the Charlotte district, near the 
Tu junga canyon, not far from the old mill 
erected a few years ago.

The definite details of .Senator Stafford's 
scheme tor the establishment in California 
of a great University have been made pub­ 
lic. He has donated to the University his 
Palo A to, (Jrldley and Vina properties, 
worth $3,500.000. To this he will add a 
money donation so as to make the total en­ 
dowment of the University $20,000,000. It 
is the grandost bequest ever made by man 
to the cause of education. — [Lompoc 
Record. 
If Senator Stanford's intentions regard­ 
ing the University he has founded are half 
carried out, it will he the best seat of learn­ 
ing in the world. H is underlying idea is 
to afford every known appliance for a prac­ 
tical and technical education as well as for 
general culture, and ho has given ample 
means to attain the end in view. To keep 
up in the ruoa t >r prestige and usefulness 
the Eastern colleges will not onlv need 
larger endowments, but they will be obliged 
to add largely to their old-fashioned cut 
and dried curriculum of Latin, (Irt-ek and 
mathematics.

$5,086 44 bad been paid into the jute mills. 
The system bud been productive of many 
evil effects. 
With the money a great deal 
of opium had been smuggled into the 
prison, requiring constant watching on the 
part of tiie officials. 
It was reSblvcd that on and after January 
1. 1886, no moneyed compensation be al­ 
lowed to convicts for labor performed for 
the State. 
In lieu of the per diem hereto­ 
fore allowed, the Warden is instructed to 
issue to each convict who shall labor dili­ 
gently and faithfully a reasonable allowance 
of tobacco and coal oil, and, iu some in­ 
stances. underclothing, and to make such 
additions to the prisoners’ bill of fare is in 
his judgment may seem proper.
